Deficit spending signs mark ‘the road to New York’ 


Guest comment by Richard L. Lesher, 
president, Chamber of Commerce of the 
Jnited States — Pm sure there's no truth at 

* all to the mame that Mayor Beame offered 
to sell Manhattan Back to the Indians for 
$24 (or the evquivetent in beads) and the 
Indians refused, But given the current state 
af New York City’s Nnances, the story, if 
tiue, Wound be a testament to the good sense 
af the Indians, 

The temptation & great foe non New 
Yorkers to draw on a gtittering cloak of self 
righteousness and derate the Big Apple for 
its many failings — first, because they are in 
large part selfinfticted, and — second, 
because the citineds af Gorham have never 
deen Known for their humility, 

But yielding to that temptation would be 
footish. The prodlems of New York are not 
unique, The entire country ts making the 
same mistakes that have led New York to 
the brink af bankruptcy, The only dif 
ferences are that New York has run out its 
string somewhat sooner than the rest of us, 
and that untike a national government, a 
city cannot print more money as the need 
arises, 

What happened? Very simply, the 
citizens of New York, collectively, have long 
demanded more from the city in services 
than they were willing (oc able) to pay for, 
The city potitioans —toath to say “no" to 
the voters — took the “easy” way out and 
borrowed to cover the gap Hetween income 
and Outga 

A city, & company oF a country can get 
away with such borrowing = when © its 
Prospects are good, when it is growing 1 
prosperity so rapidly that tenders believe 
their loans can easily be repaid out of hiture 
gains, Indeed, under such canditions, a 
bertain amount of indebtedness makes 
sense, 

But the upward spiral has a down side, 
too When debt has grown in anticipation of 
future economic growth, and the economic 
growth doesn't come, things start to go 
wrong fast: Taxes must be raised and new 
loans floated to meet payments on old loans, 

Higher taxes tend to drive upperincome 
Wage earners and profitable businesses out 
cof a city (on a national scale, they tend to dry 


wp the pool of capital available for in: 
veatment in the creation of new products 
and new jodsh As a rewult, the tax base 
shrinks and there is still lees income to pay 
the dedts, 

Progpective leaders Qeoome disturbed by 
the signs of economic: stagnation and 
mismanagement, They calculate that the 
visk of losing their money is decoming 
greater and, therefore, they ask a higher 
interest rate in compensation, Thus, raising 
taxes proves counterbroductive and 
refinancing the dedt decames more ar 
peasive, 

Ultimately, a city or a company reaches & 
point in such a cycle where there are no 
lenders Willing to risk their money, Then, it 
either defaults on its dedts and goes into 
dankruptey of it takes whatever drastic, 
painful economy measures are necessary to 
restore its good credit rating, New York is at 
Just such a point today, 

A country does not have the prodlem: 
oe the benelit — of flinty hearted creditors 
who finally draw the line, A country oan pay 
for its proftigacy by levying on its citizens 
the hidden tax af inflation, because a 
country has the ability to create new money, 

But inflation, toa, takes its toll: First, it 
has the effect of transferring more of the 
country's real wealth to the government and 
away fromthe private sector, which removes 
the seed com of future prosperity 

And second, it shakes people's contidence 
in the conomy, This induces a “spend today, 
for tomorrow it'll be Worthless” philosophy 
= also not conducive to longterm growth, 
which depends on the wise investment: of 
Savings, 

So now we're in a bad national recession, 
And we're being told the way out is for the 
national goverament to go deeper into debt, 
to print more money, 

A modterate level of deficit spending for a 
brief period right now is nothing to get 
alarmed about — and certainly justified 
insolar as it ix used to care for the unem: 
ployed until the econamy gets back on the 
track, But the enormous deficits Congress is 
happily comtemplating are not the road to 
recovery — they are the road to New York,

was ended May 7 
Presidential proclamation. 

‘The Veterans Administration 
reports that more than 7.5 
million persons who have been. 
separated from military service 
since Aug. 4 1864, and 21 
million who were on active duty 
May 7, 1973, are entitled to full 
wartime benefits, 

AL persons disabled in ser 
vice, regardless of entry date, 
wilt ‘continue to receive com: 
pensation and dependents’ 
denefits on a par with veterans 
of wartime service, 

Potential eligibility for 
persons entering service after 
May T was terminiated by 
Presidential proclamation for 
such benefits as nonservice- 
connected disability pensions 
for veterans, burial allowances: 
and nonservice-connected death 
pensions for widows and sur 
viving children of veterans, 

Burial allowances include 
payment of $250 toward burial 
and funeral expenses and a $150 
plot-allowance.
